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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Both claims, "a two-dimensionally scan" is not 

idiomatic language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 8-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP1 1271983 in view of USPN 5,315,576 to Kim or in view of USPN 6,428,940 to 
Sandstrom or in view of USPN 6,555,781 to Ngoi et al. JP1 1271983 discloses the 
substantial limitations of the claims, but describes the use of mechanical galvonometer 
deflectors and is silent with respect to acoustooptical deflectors (AOD's). Kim and 
Sandstrom and Ngoi et al all disclose the well known use of AOD's for improved 
scanning properties such as speed, resolution, and accuracy which are not possible 
with mechanical scanning. The substitution of AOD's in JP1 1271983 would have been 
obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art because speed, resolution, and accuracy is improved. Lens position is very well 
known for focus and is described in Sandstrom with respect to obtaining desired focal 
distance. The instant claimed features of beam diameter, collimation, deflection angle, 
and substrates are features which are pre-determined in JP1 1271983 for marking 
operations. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art pertains to marking and to beam control.
